"In this o ld sho p, which, at o ne 
time, was o ne o f the mo st famo us 
buildings in the pio neer to wn es­ 
tablished by W. H. Spurgeo n, tho u*» 
apds o f ho rses, representing much 
o f the finest sto ck pro duced in this 
sectio n 
o f the 
So uthland, were 
bro ught regularly by their o wners 
to be sho ^l and made ready to do 
the heavy wo rk that had a big part 
in the develo pment o f this co unty. 
B rin g F a vo rite M o u n ts. 
"Here, mo nth in and mo nth o ut, 
came men who so names have since 
beco me clo sely identified with the 
gro wth o f Santa Ana. Each bro ught 
his favo rite mo unt, then o ne o f

o thers, 
re­ 
spo nsible fo r the cultivatio n o f the 
fields that later were to yield mil­ 
lio ns, led mules and o ther sto ck to 
the smithy, w'here stro ng handlers 
wo rked o vertime in o rder to keep 
up with the demand fo r sho es and 
still mo re sho es., 
‘But no w' all this is changed. 
Our friend the ho rse has beco me

And there are no t so many 
sho es. 
"Take that pile beside the pep 
per tree, fo r example. 
In the o ld 
days it did no t, take lo ng t:o pile 
up a to n o r two o f discarded sho es, 
ready fo r the ro lling mills in Lo s 
Angeles. No w It takes mo nths. In 
that pile, five o r six feet high, yo u 
will find po ssibly a to n o f sho es. 
These will be turned into bar iro n.

"During the war, o f co urse, we 
had a rush o n the o ld blacksmith 
sho p which, 
in

Just as there has been in telligen t an d con struc­ 
tive as well as un in telligen t an d wasteful lumber­ 
in g, so there is In telligen t as well as wasteful cut­ 
tin g of trees for Christmas. 
The people of the Un ited States would be very 
sad ly off if they could n ot afford to have Christmas 
trees. True, we are told that we spen t this year two 
an d a half million d ollars for Christmas trees. But 
they were worth it. They were n ot on ly worth it in 
terms of mon ej'. They were also worth it in trees, 
even though It is importan t thaj; little trees should 
be allowed to grow up in to big trees. 
We are comin g to kn ow, with regard to lumber 
as well as Christmas trees, that trees are a “crop' 
an d can be han d led as a crop. They are n ot merely 
an asset, to be used or hoard ed , to be d estroyed or 
left for the possible d estruction of a comin g gen 
eratlon . 
The hoard in g of trees rather n aturally calls 
for the hasty respon se: “Why should I save some 
thin g for posterity? W hat has posterity saved for 
me?” 
The real prin ciple for forest han d lin g 
is 
tree 
croppin g. The trees should be taken that can be 
taken without In jury to the future “crop.” The trees 
should he left that are essen tial to 
this 
comin g 
“crop.”

STOMACH TROUBLE— CANCER 
As can cer of the stomach is n ot as un common 
as we would like it to be, perhaps a few word s abo’it 
it might be of help.

Now as an early d iagn osis may mean the sav­

The symptoms are usually characteristic, an d a 
careful watch will gen erally straighten out the d iag­ 
n osis. 
There is usually a “full” feelin g right after eat. 
in g, as if the food taken was too 
much 
for 
the 
stomach. It is often called a pressure feelin g. Pain 
comes on a little later. You will remember that with 
ulcer, the food usually relieved the pain . 
An other very n oticeable thin g Is the loss of ap¡ 
petite. 
In other forms of stomach trouble the pat­ 
ien t often feels like eatin g, hut In this con d iti 
he d oesn 't wan t an ythin g. He particularly d islikes 
meat. 
Then there is vomitin g which is n early always 
presen t. The vomited 
m atter 
resembles 
coffee 
groun d s often . There seems to be an oozin g of blood 
always, because the stools show’ d ark blood also. 
Then d espite the food he eats he begin s to lose 
weight rapid ly. Often this is hard to un d erstan d be­ 
cause n otwithstan d in g the vomitirg he seems to re­ 
tain a fair portion of the food taken .
